SANITATION OF FLOODS.

An Importan: Meoting at Wheellng—Vlews
of Men Who Had Experience at Johns«
toewn—An Accurale Pleture of the
sricken Clty.

Secretury J. B. Kremer, of the State
Flood Commission, returned yesterday from
Wheeling, where he attended a meeting of
the Tri-State Board of Health, an associa-
tion composed of the State boards of health
of Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Virginia.
The mesting commenced on Thursday
morning, and closed last night.  Mr. Kremer
leit, however, being forced to return to Har-
risburg, and did not astend yesterday's
session.

The meeting was 8 very important one,
and was called to consider the sabject of
sanitution of floods, and flood visitations in
general, and the Johnstown fload in partice-
ular, A very large representation of the three
boards of health were present, and the inter-
change of views was mutually instructive
and profitable.

There was no attempt at organization, and
the business of the meeting was resolved
into listening to papers upon the question
presented by the subject. The papers read
the first day were by Dr. Grofl, President of
the Pennsvlvania Bourd of Health; Dr,
Benjamin Lee, Seeretary of the saae; Dr.
Fell, of Beach Tree, Pa., a8 member of the
State Board; A. J. Mexhum, of Johnstown,
and Mr. J. B. Kremer, Socretary of the
State Flood Commission. Dr. Lee's paper
dwelt upon the terrible cirenmstances under
which the State Board of Health labored in
tive prevention of epidemics during the hot
westher which followed the subsidence of
the flood. He eluimed that the efficiency of
the work was self-evident from the fact that
no epidemic of any disease wade its appear-
ance owing to the vizilafee of the represen-
tatives of the State Board.

Dr. Lee stated that the experiences of the
health authorities were embodied in a re-
port to the State Board of Health, which
would be published in pamphlet torm, to-
gether with an le d iption of the
the means emploved to secure sanitation os
a provision for future eontingencies of the
same nature. As this was the objeet for
which the tri-State meeling was called, the
intention was commended, 1t was also pro-
posed that the various papers read at the
mesting be inserted in the various medical
journals in order to obtaic the widest possi-
ble circulation.

The paper read by Mr. A. J. Moxham, of
Johnstown, was exceodingly interesting, as
it gave o graphic statement of the rivers of
Jui‘nmu and their condition after the

Mr. Kremer, nlthough not a member of
the Pennsylvania State Board of Health,
was present by invitation, and in his paper
drew an sccurate picture of Johnstown as it
is alter nearly a year of hard work expended
in retriering the greatest municipal disaster
of modern times.
